The panel, which dealt with the 
general topic of "Concerns of 
Third World Women in the United 
States," basically echoed the 
challenges that Third World women 
made to the IWY Tribune in Mexico 
City during the conference that 
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at World Rap.

was held in June. The overriding 
concern there was that white fem- 
inists -- primarily from Western 
industrialized countries -- have 
no sensitivity to the women of the 
world who are struggling with 
basic survival. 


Valerie Jo Bradley, who represented 
BWOA, told the primarily white, mid- 
dle class audience, that American 
white feminists were remiss to think 
that Third World women in this coun- 
trywere not still struggling with 
basic survival because they are.
